barrel of water. But it was cool, and the price 
was cheerfully paid.

Deluded Seekers After Wealth. 


Those claiming homesteads have fared better 
than those seeking wealth in imaginary towns. 
Ot the 5,000 homestead tracts for settlement, 
probably oue-half will prove to be good, The 
rest , when taken, be abandoned, as they 
are worthless. . 

The political condithons of these counties 
will prove to be a serious subject for consid- 
eration. There are 549 Sacs and Foxes; 1,469 
Pottawatomies; 111 Iowas, and 563 Shawnees, 
representing that many tracts of 160 acres 
each withdrawn from taxation for 25 years.

WRECK ON THE NORTHERN PACIFIC, 


Two Men and Sixteen Cars of Cattle Burned 
to Death. 

Fareo, N. D., Sept. 27.—[{Special. ]—About 
1 o’clock this morning a terrible accident hap- 
pened on the Northern Pacific road on a grade 
near Buffalo, thirty-five miles west of here, 
which resulted in Engmeer J.C. Curtis and 
Fireman W. E. Dodge being burned to death 
and two other persons bemg seriously burned, 
together with sixteen cars loaded with cattle.

PLENTY OF STUDIES IN THE NUDE, 


The Spectacle That Was Thrust on Some 
North Side Residents Yesterday, 

A band of screaming, half-nude, badly 
scared small boys startled the dignified resi- 
denta and others on the quiet thoroughfares 
around the Chicago avenue pumping station 
yesterday afternoon.

THE TREES OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Roots of the Karoo Provide Against 
Long Droughts. 

Fortnightly Review: In the apring in years 
when rain has failen for two months the Karoo 
is a flower garden. As far as the eye can 
reach stretch blotches of white and yellow 
and purple fig flowers. Every foot of Karoo 
sand is broken up by small flowering lilies 
and wax flowers; in aspace of a few square 
feet you may sometimes gather fifty 
kinds. In the crevices of the rocks 
little, hard-leaved ficWering air-plants 
are growing. At the end of two months 
the bloam is over, the bulbs have died back 
into the ground by millions, the fig blossoms 
are withered, the Karoo assumes the red and 
brown tints which it wears all the rest of the 
year. Sometimes there is no spring. At in- 
tervals of a few droughts occur, 
when no rain f 

For ten or thirteen months the sky is cloud- 
less. The Karoo bushes drop their leaves and 
are dry, withered stalks; the fountains fail. 
and the dams are floored with dry-baked mud,

It : for these long 
j that all the plant-life m the 
modified: Nothing that cannot re- 
tain life habitually for six months, and at 
need for twice that time, without rain, can 
exist here. The Karoo bush itself provides 
against drought by roots of enormous length, 
stretching under ground toadepth of many 
feet. At the end of aten months’ drought 
when the earth. is baked brickdust for two 
feet from the surface, if you break the dried 
stalk of a Karoo bush three inches high, you 
will find running down the center a tmy 
thread of pale green-tinted ‘tissue still alive 
with sap. 

Many plants live by means of fleshy bulbs 
buried deep under the ground, and in years 
when no rain falls they do not appear above 
the surface, or flower. Many plants have 
thick, fleshy leaves, in which they. store up 
moisture against the time of need; some, 
such as the common sorrel be- 
come ice-plants; all over their fleshy. leaves 
and stems are little diamond-like 
which when broken are found to be full o 
pure water, a little plant sometimes having a 
cupful stored in this way. Some live by hav- 
ing their leaves pressed closely together into 
little solid squares or balis, so saving all evap- 
oration from their surfaces. 

The air plants, which are Mastened by the 
slenderest roots to the ground or rocks, live 
entirely on any moisture may draw from 
the air will grow and bloom for months 
in a house without any water. In other 
ways the intense “ee modifies vegetation ;

Imitation coloring is more common here than 
elsewhere. One little insect is so like the 
white pebbles near which it is always found, 
and lies so motionless among them, that once 
dropped it cannot be found again; another 
large. square locust, with hardly any power of 
flight, protects itself by simply lying motion- 
less on red stones, which it so exactly resem- 
bles in color, having even rough cleavage 
marks upon it, that it is often impossible to 
detect it when you know it is there.

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PEACE SEEMS CERTAIN. 


EUROPE’S POLITICAL HORIZON AP- 
PARENTLY CLEARING. 


Kaiser William's Action Im the Matter of 
the Russion Loan and the Alsatian 
Passport System Taken as Reassuring 
Symptoms—An Intimation, However, 
That These Deeds May Have a Reflex 
Action—The Experiment with Clerical 
Students in the French Army. 

(New York Times Cabie.)} 

Loxpox, Sept. 27.— If the game of European 
politics is a difficult one to play, it is often 
still harder work for onlookers to understand 
its progress. Last week, for example, every- 
body agreed that the outiock was extremely 
stormy, and none could see anywhere on the 
horizon a reassuring gleam of light. Now, 
after only seven days, the sun seems to be 
shining, with hardly a cloud in the interna- 
tional sky. Isay “‘seems,” because there is 
great probability that this bit of sunshine will 
turn out to have been a mere atmospheric de- 
lusion; but for the moment people are saying 
peace is now secured for an indefinite period. 

They say this, not because any power has 
ceased for the moment to pile up increased 
stores of smokeless powder, new rifles, and 
munitions of war for the coming struggle, but 
for the reason that Germany during the week 
has gone out of her way to extend civilities to 
her two great hostile neighbors on her east 
and west flanks. Kaiser Wilhelm has of his 
own volition wiped out the whole vexatious 
passport system devised by Bismarck to keep 
the Alsace Lorraine sore rankling continuous- 
ly in the French mind, and he has permitted 


~ two Jewish banking houses in Berlin to open 


subscriptions to the pew Russian loan. Taken 
separately, either of these moves in the game 
would have been intelligible. Bracketed to- 
gether they raise a suspicion of a trick by. the 
operation of which a little later on these 
paversarian will find themselves giving two 
for one. 

It is not ensy to tell just where the trick 
comes in. Perhaps itis better, for the mo- 
ment at least, to take the more charitable 
view that Germany in the Alsatian matter is 
at least moved by a simple desire to show the 
entire peacefulness of her disposition. Of 
course there is every reason in the world why 
Germany shuuld have a peaceful disposition. 
Having seized ail she wants her dearest wish 


- 3s to be allowed to remain in quiet enjoyment 


of it. Like the player who has won largely 
she is quite ready to declare the game ended. 
It is the losers who demand that the game 
shall continue. The removal of the passport 
restrictions have elicited some cautiously civil 
words from asection of the Parisian press 
and has apparently smoothed ‘* Lohengrin’s”’ 
rocky path into French affections, but noth- 
ing can move France. She still sits, to use 
the Ferry expression. like adog watching a 
hole in the ground. Her gaze is neter taken 
off those lost provinces. 
The Antithesis of Bismarck. 

The affair of the Russian loan is more in- 
tricate and perhaps more important. It is 
worth noting that in this, as in the matter of 
the Alsatian passports, the present course of 


the German Government is flatly and mark-' 


edly opposed to Bisinarck’s policy while m 
en” It was he who invented those rh em 
for Alsace-Lorraine. It was‘his act publicly 
to warn German financiers against investing 
in Russian securities. Doubtless there is un- 
derlying the moves a certain desire to ac- 
centuate in the public mind the completeness 
of Bismarck’s downfall; but in the Russian 
matter there is more than domestic politics. 

It is easy enough to comprehend the Czar's 
anxiety that this huge new loan should not be 
entirely subscribed in France. Whatonedoes 
not see is a reason for Germany’s sudden will- 
ingness-to be associated with France in float- 
ing it. Still less is it aoearens why, at such a 
moment as this, two Jewish a. concerns 
should come forward to help the St. Petersburg 
Treasury out of an embarrassment. There is 
indeed a very plausible possibility that the 
whole thing has been devised to give the 
German people an opportunity of unanimous- 
ly and stoutly declining to subscribe. This 
view is helped by the outspoken comments of 
the Berlin papers. I have never known them 
to be so united before on auything as they are 
now in urging German investors to hold 
sternly aloof and refuse to advance a single 
penny. I¢ will certainly be the most effective 
and artistically finished snub if the books fur 
the Russian loan at 80 and paying a trifle 
better interest than the Prussian state loan 
are opened in Berlin and ignored by the pub- 
lic. In another week we shall know whether 
this is what is intended. 

Stood High in the Czar’s Affections, 


The Czar had a peculiar affection for the 
young Grand Duchess Paul, who is now lying 
dead at the Palace of Illinskoi, near Moscow, 


’ who was not only hissister-in-law, but a niece 


of his wife, the Czarina. She was a good 
bright, beautiful girl, who had the added 
merit in his eyes of having been born and 
bred in the Greek orthodox church.

his looks like a decided gain for Russia im 
the game ever going oa in Eastern Europe, 
but the Sultan’s explanation is generally ac- 
cepted here, probably on the substantial 
ground we must take it or leave it. 

France’s exultation at the newly-established 
relations with Russia is: aamaged by the re- 

rt that the Czar on returning to St. Peters- 

rg will visit Berlin en route. Such an event 
would certainly complicate the state of affairs 
supposed tobe accomplished by the recent 
goings and comings of Admirals and Emper- 
ors. Engiand,- havi entertained the Ger- 
man Emperor, did its best to propitiate 
France by féting Admiral Gervais and his 
fleet. That was not adequate compensation, 
butit served. It would bea different thi 
supposing the Czar, having fallen on Admir 
Gervais’ neck at Cronstadt in full view of the 
French fleet, should a couple of months later 
pay a visit to Berlin. Nodoubdt he has been 
urged to do so by the Emperor and has at 
least undertaken to consider the propositiun. 
France, however, holds the trump card in the 
matter of the loan, It 1s indispensable that 
this snaoald be forthcomimg, and France is 
Russia’s only hope for the success of the 
loan. Even at 78 it would be seriously imper- 
iled if it should come out at or about the time 
the Czar was a guest of the German Emperor 
at Berlin. This consideration is likely to have 
a controlling force with the Czar, his visit 
will be postponed at least until after the loan 
is pouched. 

Financial Affairs. 
_ The sense of comparative security which ex- 
ista just now is reflected in the action of the 
directors of the Bank of England dealing with 
the bank rate. Since the ist of July it has 
stood at 24¢. It was knowa that at the Thurs- 
day meeting the rate would be 7. up. No one 
would have been surprised had it been raised 
to 34¢.

OHIO IS FOR BLAINE. 


Republicans Want to Vote for the Man 
from Maine. 

Crevetarp, 0O., Sept. 25.—There is a yery 
pretty little row going on here between the 
administration and anti-administration Re- 
publicans. The Harrison cohorts, it is said, 
are led by no less a persons than Mark Hanna, 
who is known not only to be against Blaine, 
but also to be a warm advocate of the reélec- 
tion of Senator Sherman. 

“Personally, Mr. Hanna refuses to talk about 
his choice for President in 1892, but the meth- 
ods of the primaries and the men whom it was 
sought to nominate for the Republican County 
convention, which will choose the legislative 
candidates from this county, leave no doubt 
that he is behind the Harrison boom, if there 
is such a thing.

BUGS IN THE WHISKY. 


They Will Hereafter Be Used in Ferment- 
ing It~Liquor May Be Cheaper. 
RezortaA, Ili., Sept, 26.—The Distillmg and 
Cattle-Feeding company of this city, which 
controls the whisky manufacture of the world, 
has adopted a new process in the manufacture 
of spirits which will yield better returns than 


a gold mine. 

About eight months ago a Japanese named 
Takamine announced that he had digcovered 
a new. process of fermentation which would 
lessen the cost of production several cents a 
gallon, and at the same time cause a bushel of 
grain to yield two quarts more of spirits. 

He was at once taken in hand by the distil- 
lers of this city, and since that time daily ex- 
periments have been conducted at one of the 
Woolner distilleries on a mash of 150 bushels 
a day. The ‘experiments have been so suc- 
cessful that the plan has been adopted by the 
whisky trust and orders issued to place the 
Manhattan distillery, with a daily capacity of 
3,000 ‘bushels, in shape to use the Takamine

lery pays a revenue of $23,000,000 annually on 
distilled spitits.it can be: seen what an im- 
mense fortune there is in the new plan. 

A curious feature — it => bog ae 
menti nt, yeast, is dispen wi 
anh aa: in its steada sort of fungus 
growth found on rice stalk is used. Under 
the microscope this fungus is shown to be 
swarming with animalcule—little red and 
black bugs—which multiply very rapidly in a 
warm place. : 

This fungus ‘grows quickly and it was 
brought from Japan by Takamine. He retains 
the secret of preparing it and receives one- 
fifth of all the profit arising from the new 
process. The whisky trust furnishes ma- 
chinery and every expense and gets four- 
fifths, ; 

President Greenhut told a reporter tonight 
that he was satisfied that the Takamine process 
was a complete success and would materially 
reduce the cost of making whisky. At pres- 
ent, however, the trust price for spirits will 
not be reduced.

INTEREST FELT BY THE ENGLISH CITY 
IN CHICAGO'S EXPOSITION. 


its Part in the Early Exploring Expedi- 
tions to the New World Under the’ Lead- 
ership of the Calots Would Make a Spe- 
cial Display from It of Great Historical 
Value—Relies for the Fair Found by the 
Com missioner to the West Indies. 


New Youx, Sept. 27.—[Special.]—A Bristol 
(Eng.) letter says: This ancient city of Bristol 
is likely to send to the World’s Fair at Chicago 
& most interesting exhibit relating to the part 
taken by its merchants and seamen in the 
fifteenth century in exploring the coasts of the 
present United States, Canada, and Newfound- 
land, even before the Spaniards or Columbus 
had seen the mainland of America. These 
explorations, begun by John Cabot and his son 
Sebastian, who sailed along the coast of North 
America from Hudson’s Bay to Cape Hatteras, 
were the means of arousing an interest in the 
newly discovered lands which ultimately 
led to their colonizanon by England and to 
the foundation of civilized government on 
these shores. The early voyagers from En- 
gland were largely men from the western 
counties and especially from Plymouth and 
other Devonshire ports, as well as from Bris- 
tol itself. It is therefore most appropriate 
that, as suggested by the United States Con- 
sul, Lorin A. Lathrop, Bristol should take the 
lead in making an exhibit showing the coudi- 
tions under which these explorations were 
made. In his dispatch to the Depart- 
ment of State at Washington he sug- 
gests that a special invitation should 
be sent to Bristol. from the World’s 
Pair authorities, asking the city to send a 
deputation to represent it at the opening func- 
tions, and also to exhibit whatever it can of 
memorials of antiquity, such as charters, 
municipal regalia, and other objects of an- 
tiquarian interest. The ancient insignia, 
plate, etc., belonging to the corporation are 
of exceptional interest, and if Bristol can be 
prevailed upon to loan them they will cer- 
tainly form a most notable feature in the 
English exhibit. 

lt is further suggestéd by Mr. and Mrs. 
John B. Shipley, who have devoted much 
time and atténtion to the subject, that for the 
purpose of containing and displaying these 
and other relics, a reproduction of an ancient 
English building should be specially erected 
at Chicago and that the building to copied 
should be St. Peter’s Hospi one of the 
most Deautiful examples of early domestic 
architecture that can be f It is the 
house that has had an intimate connection 
with the public life of Bristol since before the 
time of Cabot, for the east end of the struct- 
ure dates back to the,end of the twelfth cent- 
ury.

The larger portion of the front, however, 
was builtin about 1612. That is about the 
time of the settlement of Virginia, in the 
reign of James {. This part of building 
contains the original hall of the mansion, the 
roof of which is still extant, though now con- 
cealed by a later ceiling, which is itself a 
beautiful piece of workmanship of the Stuart 
period. In fact, the old hospital bears the 
impress of many hands and many ages; an 
ola English exhibit could hardly have a more 
fitting case than this ancient building, which 
was already old in the time America was first 
settled. 

Bristol! is remarkable for the possession of 
a considerable number of smaller fragments 
of domestic arehitecture. Old rooms with 
splendid ceili and elaborately carved fire- 
places are still to be seen in many parts of 
the old city. Some of these are connected in 
the iocal traditions with the visit of Queen 
Elizabeth to the city in 1574, for in more than 
one of these old rooms she is said to have 
dined, and even danced. } 

One of the most interesting of these rooms 
is in the house formerly occupied by William 
Conynges, the great merchant of Bristol, who 
restored the Church of St. Mary Redclyffe, 
and who was probably the owner of the shi 
in which the Cabots went to Iceland in 1477. 
The house in which this old merchant lived is 
not at all so well preserved as St. 
Peter’s Hospital. The only remains of 
it are the room referred to, which is filled 
with magnificent old oak furniture, perfectly 
black with age, andahall or ¢ with a 
fine open roof. These now form part of the 
establishment of a large firm of booksellers, 
the Mcasrs. Jefferies of Redclyffe. As Cony 
was in some sense the father of Bristol ship- 
ping adventure it would be both appropriate 
and interesting to have some portion of these 
rooms also reproduced at thé Fair. 

Every visitor to Bristol goes to see Red- 
clyffe Church and probably admires it even 
more than the Cathedral of Bristol, It is in- 
teresting for its fine architecture, for its con- 
nection with r Chattérton and with 
Conynges, as above mentioned, but for our 
present purposes it has a special interest in 
that it contains a la bone, probably be- 
longing to a whaie, which is authenfically re- 

rted to have been brought home by the

When the Cabots First Sailed. 


A manuscript discovered by Mr, W. George 
of Bristol, among the books belonging to an 
ancient family of the neighborhood, fixes the 
exact date of the sailing of John and Sebastian 
Cabot as being May 2, 1497, in a ship called 
the Matthew. It is well known that they dis- 
covered Newfoundland the 24th of June in 
that year. The same manuscript gives the 10th 
of August as the date of their return. In the 
following year a larger voyage was undertaken 
by Sebastian Cabot, m the course of which 
he explored the greater portion of the Atlantic 
coast of North America. 

It would of course be of the highest interest 
to show any maps, charts, or writi left by 
Cabot himself. It is known that such were in 

existence at the time of his death, and that in- 
defatigable compiler of records of voyages, 
Richard Hatluyt, exerted himself to the 
utmost to get them published. He was unable 
even to see them, and it is 
that they were bought and 
to Spain by Phillip Il., the husband 
of Queen Mary of England, in whose reign 
Cabot died, for Phillip was an enthusiastic 
collector of all such matters and Cabot had 
been pilot-major of Spain, and was moreover 
a pensioner of the English crown. His co- 
naioner, William Worthington, is supposed 
have been Phillip’s instrument in this 
matter. for. after having promised to let the 
maps be published after Cabot’sdeath, he aever 
redeemed this promise nor could the maps 
and writings evor be found. — 

From this brief sketch will be seen that, 
though the direct memorials of their discov- 
eries are neither numerous nor exfensive, 
much can be shown which will throw light on 
the commercial and domestic life of the

THE LAND COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 


The Reclamation of 120,000,000 Acres of 
Arid Lands His Chief Problem. 

Wasuineton, D. C,, Sept. 25,.—The report of 
Commussioner Carter of the operations of the 
Gerieral Land Office durmg the fisnal year 
ended June 30, 1891, has been made public. 

Its chief points are the following: 

- The total. numper of agricultural patents 
issued during 1386 and 1887 was 44,443, against 
a total of 231,607 during the years 1890 and 
1891, an increase of 187,164 patents. The in- 
crease in the number of mineral patents issued 
during the same periods was 967, and of coal 
patents 382, 

A statement of the acreage of the public 
lands disposed of during the year shows that 
the cash sales amounted to 2,143,090 acres. 

The total area of public land entries and se- 
lections made du the year is given as 10,- 
357.281 acres, exclusive of 120,469 acres of In- 
dian Jands. The total cash receipts during the 
year were $5,429,220, 

The net total decréase in the number of en- 
tries made during the year was 15,664, repre- 
senting an aggregate of 2,596,820. The de- 
crease in final entries was 7,739; im acres,

The Lieutenant lunged; a tierce parry with 
a supple wrist movement and the surgeon 
saved his shoulder. _He made no return, but 
in &@ momént he assumed the offensive, 
dropped his point like a flash to a leg feiat in 
seconde, and followed it as quickly with a 
pretty body thrust in prime. . 

_ Birst Blood for the Doctor. 


The Lieutenant came clear down to a sec- 
onde guard belore he realized his opponent’s 
movement was but a feiat. Then his foil 
swept back vertically, point down, hand up, 
in the prettiest pass known to fencing. The 
blade carried the doctor’s foil past its objec- 
tive point in the Lieutenant's breast; but the

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FRANCE BUYING HEAVILY 


IT I8 TAKING ADVANTAGE OF PRICES 
TO SECURE GRAIN AND MEAT. 


Work of Its Agents in America and the 
Reasons Why They Were Sent to This 
Country—They Have Been Quietly Mak- 
ing Purchases for Their Government— 
The Condition of European Crops— What 
Is Said Concerning the Matter. 


It was learned yesterday that for the last 
three weeks agents for the Frénch Govern- 
ment have been quietly picking up an enor- 
mous amount of grain and meats. In meats 
they have been buying in Virginia, Southern 
Ohio, Kentucky, St. Louis, and points along 
the border the smoked hog products, as the 
salted products of Chicago are bat little known 
abroad, But itis for flour and wheat that 
they have given their largest orders, amount- 
ing to 2,000,000 barreis of flour and 25,000,000 
bushels of grain, 

They are buying for early delivery, this 
year, in New York, Buffalo, Toledo, Detroit, 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Louis, and very 
heavily in Minneapolis and Duluth, taking ad- 
vantage of the low prices likely to prevail dur- 
ing the coming two months of heavy delivery, 
and especially of the panicky feeling in the 
Dakotas growing out of prairie fires and lack 
of protectiun for grain there, which is result- 
ing in such large deliveries at Lake Superior 
ports. | 

An inquiry asto why the French Govern- 
ment should be secretly such a buyer brought 
out this explanation: 

The government is in a delicate position in 
regard both to grain and meat in. France. 
Prices are high and the demand for a removal 
of tariffs is pressing ; yet the government does 
not like to directly let down the bara. The 
threatening aspect of European affairs gives 
it a good excuse to provision itself strongly in 
advance—preparing for war in time of peace 
—and it knows, as a matter of fact, that those 
who buy later must pay much higher prices 
for American products. It is good business 
policy to buy while heavy deliveries and dull- 
ness give acheap price. But what is more 
important to the French Government just 
now, beset on all sides on accvunt of tariffs, is 
that, as the government supplies this stuff, it 
will go free through the harbor gates, and 
thus the French peuple can be supplied at 
prices probably 25 per cent less than Ger- 
many will have to pay for grain, and it is 
thought that cheap bread for French people 
as against dear bread for the Germans will 
have an important political effect, making 
the French people enthusiastic in support of 
their government and causing a great deal of 
discontent ‘in Germany from what will be 
deemed government obstruction and stu- 
pidity. : : 

Of course it is not expected that the govern- 
ment will buy ail France needs to import, but 
if the French agents can succeed in getting a 
large quantity of wheat at cheap prices they 
hope to in some measure control and repress 
exorbitant prices on the part of dealers. 

Requirements of Europe. 


A question as to the probable requirements 
of France and other Continental countries in 
Europe for grain has been answered to the 
effect that it would be a hard matter to caleu- 
late it this year. It was nct a grain question. 
Co. sidering grain alone it has been dsserted 
that tne shortage would be, .on wheat and rye, 
between 300,000,000 and 400,000,000 bushels, 
but that that was but a small part of what 
would be required to meet the needs 
of Europe. The potato crop of Europe 
amounts, generally, to about 3,000,- 


000,000 bushels, divided up .about as

000,000; the United Kingdom, 800,000,000; 
Belgium, 90,000,000 ; Sweden, 75,000,000; Spain, 
60,000,000; Holland, 50,000,000; Switzerland, 
30,000,000; Italy, 20,000,000; Denmark, 12,000,- 
000; Portugal, 10,000,000; and other regions of 
the Old World, in all, about 60,000,000 bush- 
els. 

The potato crop in the United States is only 
about 200,000,000, and the country, it is 
claimed, would not be in position to 
ship any considerable quantity. This year 
from a variety of causes the European potato 
crop is a failure and at the largest estimates 
will not exceed 65 per cent of the average 
crop. Potatoes constitute the main food of 
vast numbers in Europe, and the sole food, 
almost, of many millions, It is this terrible 
shortage which makes the outlook for the food 
supply abroad so gloomy, and it is thought 
that for once in a way European governments 
may be‘compelled to use their credit to buy 
food for their destitute instead of buying 
powder and ball for war. The best estimates 
that can be secured as to the extra needs of 
the Old World this year for grain vary from 
500,000,000 to 700,000,000 bushels of some kind 
of grain, wheat or corn, to make good the 
large deficiency in grain and the enormous 
loss of the more important potato crop. In 
fact, one gentleman said: 

* Tt is in the destitution of Europe today 
that lies the greatest danger from war. It 
may be the only way of keeping pevuples to- 
gether to set them fighting each other. The 
situahon in Germany is extremely bad. In 
Russia it is even worse. lt is very bad in Aus- 
tria and Hungary, in Italy, and in Spain. Of 
course it is bad in Great Britain, but the En- 
glish people are so rich and busy and so @hed 
to buying from other countries, anyhow, that 
they will make little note of the need of 
a large food supply from other lands. 
But it is not so in the continental countries. 
They try to produce, as nearly as possible, to 
meet their home needs. They have not the 
surplus to buy with, and with them this year’s 
shortage is fraught with the gravest dangers 
to the stability of governments, In this 
respect the French authorities are acting 
wisely in getting into the American markets 
while prices are cheap and the demand not 
great for the moment, and in magnifying 
news of giuts at Antwerp and other points to 
still further depress the American prices if 
possible,”

DRIFTING BEHIND $100,000,000 A YEAR. 

Certain figures presented in Monday’s is- 
sue of Tus Txsune show that the United 
States had been falling behind at perhaps a 
hundred million dollars per year in its actual 
dealings with other nations. They show that 
this is due to our oceupymg a needlessly false 
position in foreign trade, while the fact is 
hidden from the view of the ordinary Observer 
by the employment of an erroneous system of 
importation bookkeeping, in which some im- 
portant items are completely ignored. We 
reckon our exports at about their true selling 
value at our ports, but cur imports are counted 
as worth far less than is paid for them by the 
merchants who distribute the goods to the 
American people. 

It is hard to state what will be the value of 
our dutiable imports under the first year of 
the new tariff, but it may be roughly stated at 
$400,000,000, This is the value placed upon 
them by the manufacturers or merchants who 
ship the goods from foreign ports. As a rule 
they are undervalued to the utmost extent 
deemed safe by the importers to save duty, 
and in the case of European manufacturers 
who sell through their own agents in New 
York the invoices are systematically far below 
the actual values of goods that pay duties ad 
valorem. Probably the undervaluation aver- 
ages 8 to 10 per cent, amounting to $30,000,000 
to $40,000,000 of difference between the nomi- 
nal and the real cost. Then the expense of 
transportation of merchandise to our shores, 
which cannot be far from $40,000,000, and 
may exceed that figure, must be added to the 
actual foreign value of say $850,000,000 of 
free and dutiable goods to show the amount 
paid for them by the first buyers on our 
shores, without reckoning in the increase in 
cost to the actual consumer due to interior 
handling and transportation and the addition 
for cost of retailing. The wholesale value on 
the dock at the seaboard is thus some $80,000,- 
000 or $90,000,000 more than the nominal! cost, 
and very little of this difference goes into the 
pockets of Americans, as the transportation is 
mostly performed by foreign vessels. 

It is thus evident that when the statistics of 
foreign trade make it appear that our exports 
are equal to our imports, the latter are really in 
excess by some $80,000,000 or $90,000,000 per 
year. During the last ten years this difference

worthless as a cure of tubercular diseases, but 
it ‘also finds that it is of positive value in diag- 
nosing the disease and finding whether cattie 
are afflicted. The value of the commission’s 
report lies in its application, however, and in 
this respect it is significant if not startling, 
for it declares as follows: 

We all know that the greatest scourge of the 
human race emanates from milch cattle and is 
spread by them through the human family. It is 
an undisputed fact that tubercular diseases are 
found among peopie that use the milk and flesh 
of the bovine race, and that these diseases are 


men of science will now dispute that pulmonary 
phthisis comes from cattle, and that the only peo- 
ple who are free from it are those who doe not use 
the milk or flesh of the cow. 

The commission makes an exhaustive argu- 
ment to sustain its position by showing that 
consumption is unknown among people who 
do not keep cattle, and that it is most preva- 
lent among people who use milk and beef the 
most largely. The array of facts it presents 
is an impressive one, and all the more so 
when the skill and high standing of the physi- 
cians who make the report are considered. 
They do not regard the siwation as hopeless, 
however, nor do they recommend that milk 
and flesh should not be used, “for it has been 
demonstrated that under proper conditions of 
cure and breeding the diseases can be elim- 
inated from our eattle.”” Therefore they 
recommend that since the lymph will discover 
the disease in cattle such action shall be taken 
on the part of the State and National Govern- 
ments as will secure a proper scientific in- 
spection and the segregation of the diseased 
animals. 


A New French Coat of Mail. 


have appeared occasionally in the last ten months 
concerning a wonderful French invention for the 
protection of infantry under fire. This protector 
was made of metal, it was said, light, yet dm- 
penetrable by rifle balls. It could be easily 
carried by a soldier in a storming party, and 
could be joined to other protectors so that a 
whole line could advance behind an unbroken 
sheet of nietal. French newspapers have an- 
nounced that this shield has been tested and 
found to be practicable in the field. A German 
newspaper correspondent at the last Austrian 
maneuvers has discovered that the protector 
in question has been tried repeatedly in 
the Austrian army, but with imdifferent suc- 
cess. Not only did the shields impede the sol- 
diers’ movements in the field, but they afforded 
little protection against the aim of a waiting 
enemy, especially in an uneven or wooded coun- 
ry, such as was the scene of the last maneuvers 
before the German and Austrian Emperors. The 
shields have been proved to be worse than useless. 
Only in the night maneuvers at Komorn were the 
shields found-available. They were then utilized 
with fairly satisfactory results for the protection 
of the men digging trenches and throwing up 
earthworks. The principal novelty of the maneu- 
vers before the two Emperors was the increased 
use of movable fortifications, consisting of struct- 
ures which could be quickly transported and set 
up, so that in a few hoursa new position could be 
fortified and occupied by infantry and artillery.

The Desire of the Majority of Aristocratic 
Mexicans—Other Hotel News—Arrivals. 
“The ambition of the majority of the 

aristocratic members of society in Mexico is 

to accumulate enough money to enable them 

to live in Paris, France,” said Francis R.
